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JN RECENT YEARS Interest of Civic or Municipal Taxpayers with 
regards to the conduct of business of their town or municipality has 
dwindled to such an extent that now very few, other than the Coun- 
elllors, know what is going on in the community. What is more, the 
taxpayers seem to care little. This has been demonstrated locally 
in the past few years. Every year a Ratepayers Meeting has been 
called by the Town Council, at which it is the privilege of local Tax- 
payers to make enquiries into matters of general interest to the citizens, 
For the past three years that we can recall, taxpayers have not attended 
these meetings, indicating that they are either satisfied with the way 
the Town’s Business is conducted, or do not care, and in a large number 
of cases the latter sounds like the more logical reason. 

Writing of the interest of Taxpayers, Editor Halliwell of the 
MacLeod Gazette has this to say: 

“In all forms of government, Federal, Provincial or Municipal, 
our rep resentatives represent the voice and intelligence, or lack of it, 
of the masses. At least, nearly always. There are execeptions, for 
by three or more parties inan election campaign, a party may be elected 
on a minority. vote, therefore it cannot be truthfully stated that the 
elected candidates represent the views of the majority of the people. 
Again, if there are no important issues in an election campaign, thous- 
ands of voters regards the election with indifference, and do not vote. 
For instance, consider a municipal campaign in a town such as this. 
Frequently the selection of candidates is left to a few, and even on 
nomination day ‘candidates have to be begged and cajoled to allow their 
names to go on the ballot forms. It does not make for the selection 
of men most fitted for the responsibilities attaching to public office. 
A Board of Trade or other organization can use it influence towards 
persuading men of sound judgment and some knowledge of business 
principles to stand for election, for a town or city looks to its elected 
representatives for leadership. If citizens or ratepayers as a whole 
are indifferent to selecting candidates, they have only themselves to 
blame if indifference reflects itself in the policies of the council. Pro- 
gress and sound development depend on the active interest people take 
in their own municipal affairs.” 


Transportation for H.M. Forces 


Drumheller Mail 

HE MAIL has been commended on several occasions for its editorial 

of recent date relative to the recommendation of free railway 
transportation for soldiers, sailors and airmen of His Majesty’s Foces 
on leave. As has been previously expressed the men on leave in 
Britain are given a railway warrant along with their leave passes. 
Why could not the same system hold in Canada? A Drumheller Air 
Force man home on leave this week from the East, spent eighty dollars 
on transportation, berth and meals, which was the half-rate-conceded 
to soldiers, sailors and air men. This particular man used up practi- 
cally all his back pay for the past five-and-a-half months to come home 
for a few days, and he had about two dollars left for spending money 
when he arrived here. 

Yesterday The Mail received a letter from an Air Force man in 
Winnipeg who had read the editorial in this paper, and he is trying 
to get a certain club in the mid-west city to take the lead in pressing 
for free transportation at least for the Christmas and New Year leave. 
Quoting from the letter in question, the following is a part: ;
